(It ix I believe u fact thats rat cannot or 
will not crosy a small helt of chopped 
thorns or similar impediment.) (4) While 
on this subject-1 will take the opportunity 
of making one or two further notes on the 
subject in general. (a)-We huve here 
many intelligent and public spirited 
Chinesy gentlemen who at their own 
expense have paid lecturers to address tho 
common people in the xtreets and explain 
to them the motives of Government in 
ite sunitary and anti-plague measures, nnd 
to endeavour to enlist their co-operation, 
Such o step ix T think altoget invaluable 
and should be supported in every way by 
Government pecuniarly, if necessary, and 
aso by drawilg up a sot of simple lectures 
to ho translated into Chinese, ‘THese can 
bo distrivuted largely ainong the people 
and also delivered orally. They should be 
couched in v. ry simple language informing 
them of the outbreak in India and our 
consequential study of conditions and 
remedies, of the infkuenco of rats and not 
fleas, of the usa and object of disinfection, 
of the value of light and air as shown by 
the freedom of Europoand from plague, of 
tho object of each Government remedy 
even though great expense has been in- 
curred, some odium and some depreciation 
of values, etc. A record of the number of 
lectures delivered, and whether they are 
listened to, ote., should be kept, and sug- 
gestions from Chinese gontlemen invited 
as to how to make them more popular and 
to uttract tho populace I would gladly 
uttend one or two large meotixgs myself. 
(b) T undorstood that the Chinese gontry 
had it ia contemplation to establish ‘Street 
Committees" consisting.of the miost in- 
flucntial and intelligunt of tha : persons 
living in oach strest..

Annual Report and Distribution 
of Prizes. 


To-day was the annual speech day at 
Queen's College, and there was 4 large 
attendance of friends of the College. , His 
Excellonoy the Govemor and Eady Lugard 
were present on the platform, othera 
being tho Bishop of Victoria, Mrs Bateson 
Wright, Rey, and Mra Vearce, Mr A. J. 
Brackenbury, Capt. Taylor, A.D.C., Capt, 
Fleming, extra A.D.C., Mr E. D. 0, 
Wolfe, Roy. Bro. Sylvestor, Rev. CG. Hi 
Hickling, Archdeicon Danistur, Rov, Fy 
T. Johnson, Hon. Mr Hewott and many 
others, : : 


Dr Bateson Wright read the. annunl 
veport.(which appeats on pages 2 and 3 
and called upon the Governor, 

His Excollency Ladies and gontlomen, 
Dr Bateson Wright, My Lord’ Bishop : 
T think that th» Colony of Hongkong can 
be vory justly proud of maintaining such a 
school as this -the largest Angto-Chinese 
school in the British Empire, and I should 
think probably the largest publie_school 
that wo have inthe whole Empire. Lately, 
tho day bofore yesterday, when diatri- 
buting tho prizes at the Ellix Kadoorie 
school 1 told them that they were 
now almost -acquiriny the status of a 
public school, and 1 endeavoured 
to impress upon the duties and dignity and 
importance of that position. You, Sir, 
and your staff, and the boys of Queon’s 
College which hns now existed for forty 
years, are familiar with what is meant by 
4 public school, and with what is meant by 
that implacablo term ™' public school form.” 
L need not only ask you to endeavour to 
maintain in the face of ull competition 
with all other schools your promier 
lace as the great public school of Hong- 
Long (applause). I believe myself im 
inter-rchool competition, and I hope that 
you will maintain and increase the number 
of cqnpotitions in sport and in_ work with 
the other big schools in this Colony— St. 
Joseph's, St. Stephen's, the HIlis Kadoori 
Diocesan Boys’ and other. Thore were 
‘two reports published during the year on 
Quean’s College : ‘one is 4 report of the 
body of independent examiners; and the 
other is the report which we have just 
heaid read by the headiaster. The report 
of the independent examiners 1 can only 
describo as mocdorately satisinctorily. In 
Lnglish; both colloquial sad written, and 
slso in tringoription from English to 
Chinese and from Chinese te English the 
results are good, _ They are also described 
as good in wathentatica, but in geography 
and history the results are not good, and 
in hygiene they are only fair. The 
headmaster's report, however. takes a 
higher gnd o wider view of the school than 
the mere examination which is conducted 
by the indopendent board of ¢xamincrs, and 
I think we may regard the headmaster’s 
report as eminently safistactory (upplause). 
‘The average attendanceis lower than it was 
last year, but I think he has..given very 
satisfactory tersons why’ the attendance 
hasfallen. Roughly speakiny Queen's Col- 
Jego numbers 1400, with an average at- 
tendance of 1000. It may he a little 
ubove or a little below in one year or 
another, .but-that chiefly depends upon 
the number that hus happened to leave 
the higher forms in the preceding yeur. 
In the headmaster’s examination the num- 
ber of passes shows a grest. improvement 
on that of Inst year. Last year only 82 
passed, and this year there were MH. I 
Agree most heartily with what Dr Bateson 
Wright said about the great value of 
having an examination of the whole school 
conducted by ‘one porson 1 think by 
that means uniformity of awarding marks 
to all the different classes, standards 
and sections in the school is secured, and 
also I think that Dr. Bateson Wright's 
long residence here has secured to ux 
another benefit ; that is, we have the samo 
examiner from year to year, 50 that we 
we have stable and relinhle statistics of 
one year as compared with the statistic of 
another. I am glad to be able to con- 
gratulatethe achool upon the great success in 
the Oxford Local Examinations which show 
a great progress compared with last year.. 
The Headmaster upeaking generally of the 
work of the school snid that it is oxcellént, 
and especially pratses tle work in mn- 
thematics. My predecessor speaking here 
last year laid great emphasis im tho study 
of mathematics as being xo useful to any 
young man who wished to adopt the pro- 
fession of engineer, and he pointed out how 
much China wants enginecrs fur the large 
number of railways she has undertaken. 
His Excellency hoped the jollegs would 
maintain its position in sport, and went on 
to refer to the Continuation Classes, to bo 
called in future the Technical Institute of 
Hongkong. Regarding the boys who hnd 
been educated in the Colony the Governor 
thought if they had rightly understood the 
Would seriously influence the future of t 
country. und he continued : ‘ A few days 
ago I paid a ceromonial visit to the Viceroy 
of Canton, and I was delighted to find that 
one of his principal officials, who inter- 
preted botween himself and ine, bonsted 
that he was an old Queen’s boy andan old 
Queen's master, If 1 were |. Indies 
and gentlemen, what is the justification of 
the British Empire, and on what,grounds 
we have to be proud of its expansion, I 
should say that tho British Empiro will be 
justified in tho-voice of postority and 
yy the arbitrament of history because 
it jhas ameliorated the conditions « - 
the subject rcos under its control ; 
because it. has taught thein . self-control 
and has provided education ; becauso it has 
taught them self-respect ; and because it 
has taught them tho value and benefit of 
individual liberty which an old writer in, 
I think, the reign of. Queon ’ Elizabeth 
described ns British fireside liberty which 
is: the bifthright of the British people, 
tand becauso it: bas induced @ higher 
standard of comfort and of eleanli 
Itishocatiso Iam convinced that-these thi 
are more effectually taught under British 
guidance than under the ‘guidance of avy 
other nation that I must believe in the ox- 
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word, “In order tocrystalliso the purport 
of the renarks I have made and to om. 
phariso their meaning to you, Sir, and 
your staif I wonld say that you should not 
be behind the Japanese or any other nation 
in teaching’ patriotism to the beyr—the 
British subjects under your charge. And 
you hould ondeavour to tench to all tho 

rineiples upon which I have Jaid-stresa, 
Re you, boys, I would say that you should 
not only ondeayour to beat the boys of 
other achvela both in sport and in work, 
but you should endoavour to remember the 
standard which is expected of a Quecn’s 
Calloge boy—the standard of life and the 
stafidard. of behavigur.: To you, ladies 
and gentlemen, I would say that yon 
should remember that you are active part- 
‘nera in this work which ‘has hnilt up the 
British Empire; thut you sre not only 
educating the children of Hongkong, but 
that you aro contributing to the ditlusion of 
knowledge beyond our frontier, Tf at times 
you feel inclinod te grumble atthe culls 
made on your purse for the public: revenue 
of the Colony, bear in mind thnt no inap- 
prociahle ‘part of it, und a continuully 
increasing, part of itis devoted to educa- 
tion. I hope myself somo day to. seo 
Hongkons become the centre of Western 
learning in the Far East. I hope to 
see it beeomd the university at which 
students of Chinn may como and 
take thuir degrees in western leurning. 
And although these.ambitions extend’ to 
the far future, during the time I am in 
Hongkong I shall do my utmost to farther 
them. Dv. Bateson Wright, t wish yon 
and your staff a well eatned lioliday, and I 
wish you boys a pleasant holiday and a 
happy new year, Fapplause).

Prize Presentation. 

Yesterday His Excellency the Governor 
prosented the prizes at fhe Belilios Public 
School, Lady Lugard, Capt. Fleming, 
A.D.C.,'Mr A. J. Brackenbury, ‘Private 
Secretary, Mr E. D. C. Wolfo, and Mrs 
Tuteher, Headmistress of the School, and

The Inspector of Schools read the annual 
report as fallo . 

The following is the 17th annual report | 
of this school, Staff—Tho stuil of the 
English and Anglo-Chinese Divisions is the 
satnu us for the previous “year. In tho 
Chinese division there has beon ono change 
among the assistant masters, und an extra 
needlework teacher has been appointed 
from the beginning of the year. 

- Attendunce—The nttendance shows a) 
distinct improvement on that of list year, 
the daily average for 1907 boing 108, as 
against’82 for 1900 in the English Depart- 
ment, while in the Vernacular Division it 
is 287 a8 compared with 187 in the previous 
year,” Of the 102 new scholars ndmitted 
during the year, four were of English 
nutionnlity, 63 Chineso, 25 Portuguese and 
10 Eursian.. 

Scholarships—(1) To encourage » longer 
attendance at schovl, a change hus been 
‘made in the arranging of tho five free 
scholarships. Instead of huving’ these 
competed for annually, they Lave been 
mado to extend over four years, thus taking 
a pupil from Clhss V, B to Class 1 A, or 
new scholarships are to Lo awarded as tho 
original ones fall vacant. Lt is naturally 
too curly yet to speak of the success 
or otherwike of the experiment. (2) With 
a view to encouraging the girls attend- 
ing the District Schools, and at the 
same time to induce them to take up| 
the study of English, three free scholar- 
ships of one year's duration were awarded 
in the bogiuning of 1907 to the dux girls

Reflections on thé American 
r Crisis. .* es 
The following article; written’ by Mr 
Moneton Frowen, appoared in the London

Tn view of the prosent financial ev 
America, it may be worth while to draw 
attention to the great currency oxperimont

Tho English pound was a pound weight 
of silver, Our National Debt, when at its 
maximum, had been contracted in ailvar (or 
inconvertible paper), and coujd have been’ 
paid off in silver; and until 1873 silver, just 
asia the.case with gold to-day, was admit- 
ted to free coinage and logal tender at tho 
principal mints. Whon I write that silver 
until 1873 posacssed the full monctary pre- 
rogative, it is proper to point, out that the 
London mint had for some years buon 

closed to the free coinago of silver; but 
the Paris mint was open .equally to tho 
merchant of London or the merchant of 
Lyons—that in to say, any London 
merchant, selling goods to silver using 
countries, conld exchinge any .1b}oz. of 
their silver for an ounce of gold, by for- 
warding tho silver to tho French mint,

FRANCE AS MONEY-CHANGER. , 

Tho Linetallists have, I think, attributed 
an excessive importance to tho French 
mint law, in securing steady exchanges of 
the two metals at 153 ta 1. Truo, Franco 
was the meney-changer ; but what onabled 
Frinco to perforin this inestimable service 
to mankind was the accident that England 
had become gold monometallic and kept a 
free gold market, while India was silyor 
inonumetallic; and thus recvived paynitirt, 
for every article #he oxported in silver 
bullion. 

Let as look at the working of this 
triangular exchange. Supposo London 
merchants to have 15,500 tons of silver, 
and that they commenced to throw this 
silyor on the Fronch mints to exchange 
it for a thousand tons of gold, it looks, at 
first sight, as: theagh France must be. 
denuded of gold. But not so, fur if silver 
tended tu become redundant in the French 
currency, our merchunts, or theirs, took 
asses of silver to Bombay ond bought 
produce, which they shipped to London— 
producs which had. to. be puid for, on 
delivery, ‘in gold, Thus every lbfox. of § 
silver thrown upon the French mint waa 
in offect, vin Bombay, 1 demand draft on 
the Bank of England for an ounce of geld. 

At is difficult to conceive conditions of 
supply for the two metals, which, had 
Frarice not closed her ‘mint, could have | 
broken down this admirably simple system | 
of exchange. Every trader in the wor'd 
knew that his exchange was stendy and} 
secure, because of (1) a froe gold market 
in. London, (2) bocause of froe coinage at: | 
a fixed ratio for both motals in France, (3) 
Leeause in the Oriunt, were 70 ruillions of { 
people prepared to buy silver in infinito 
amounts, in exchange for exports of thoir 
produce.
